HOW A B O U T T H E F O O D S U P P L Y ? 


A lot of Americans have been de­ 


ceived about the 
products 
of our 
farms. 
Tho 
departm ent of agricul­ 
ture, under the Jam es Wilson admin- 
istation, pursued the old spread-eagle 


policy of brag and 
bluster 
and tho 


standpat 
policy 
of 
shouting that 
things are iii beautiful 
shape, 
and 
therefore why not stand pat? 
And 
now' comes Dr. Hopkins, of Illinois, 
a genuine agricultural 
expert, 
and 
shows that our farms 
haven’t been 
producing anything like the output 
that we have been led to suppose. 
About the 
only 
farm 
products 
which have increased within the last 
decade are potatoes and cotton. And 
os to cotton, while the crop has in­ 
creased 11.7 per cent, the 
acreage 
has increased 32 per cent. So the cot­ 
ton crop is not as good as it used to 
be in pounds per acre. 
The depart­ 
ment of agriculture dealt in roseate 
“estim ates,’* which have helped 
to 
beat th© price down, good crop esti­ 
m ates being always 
“bear” 
esti­ 
mates. But when the census bureau 
counted 
up 
the 
actual 
bushels, 
pounds and tons, these estim ates al­ 
ways fell short. 
The 
departm ent 
“estim ates” 
al­ 
ways shouted 
“unprecedented 
pros­ 
perity for the farm ers!” But the cen­ 
sus shows actual amounts. The de­ 
partm ent showed .an increase in corn 
In the southern states from 1S89 to 
1909. But the census showed 
a de­ 
crease of 7 per cent. The departm ent 
exaggeration of 
Virginia 
eorn 
for 
1909 was 24 per 
cent; 
for 
North 
Carolina corn, 43 per cent; for Geor- j 
gia corn, 55 per cent; 
for 
Florida 
corn, 19 per cent; for South Carolina 
corn, 77 per cent; for Alabama corn, 
42 per cent; for Louisiana coin, 9i 
per cent; for Mississippi 
corn, 
43 
per cent; for Arkansas corn, «>4 p°r 
cent; for W est Virginia corn, 61 per 
cent; for Tennessee 
corn, 
16 par 
cent: for Kentucky corn. 24 per cent, 
and for Texas com , 62 per cent—all 
as compared with the census returns. 
This might be excusable on some 
ground or other. Bot the hornblowing 
policy of the departm ent has 
been 
notorious all along the line. Tho cen­ 
sus reveals the fact th at while our 
population has increased in a decade 
21 per cent, the farmed lands have 
also increased in acreage 
cent. But with all this

I. 
What Professor Wilson Knew About Politics 


This story is told of a conversation w hich Woodrow 
W ilson had, some years ago, with a New' Jersey legisla­ 
tor, about a new commission which it was proposed to 
establish: — 


‘ How are the members of the commission to be 
given their places? By appointment?” a.-ked Mr. Wilson 
“No, 
sa>d the Legislator, “we thought that slioulc 
be left to the people.” 


Iou mean that they ought to be elected?” 
“Yes.” 


“Were you elected by the people?” asked Wilson 
dry ly. 
At this the office holder colored a little and said. “Professor. I see yen 
know something about politics.” 


The future President then began to earn the compliment by showing hov 
much he really did know. 
Said he, “I can name the gentleman who cleetc 
you; his name is known to everybody in the State; ho lives i n 
count' 
but it is not necessary that I should name him. You were elected by him an 
not by the people of your district. And it is interesting to know why that i 
true. 
You were elected on a ticket that contained, at a guess, one hundre 
and twenty-five names. Now, there is no community' in this country that ca 
select for itself one hundred and twenty-five persons to be voted for. It is tc 
elaborate a job; it cannot be done in that way. 
It can select three or Iou 
persons, but outside of that number I doubt if it can select any.” 
That is the gist of Woodrow Wilson’s criticism of American politics, th 
politics which he taught for twenty-five years, and to which, as the politico 
head of this country he will address himself for the next four years. 
Expressed in a more positive way, his remedy for our political ills 
I 
literally simplicity itself. 
It was four years ago that, he said in one of hi 
first “political” addresses: — 
“Simplification! Simplification! Simplification is the task that await us: 
to reduce the number of persons voted for to the absolute workable minimum 
knowing whom you have selected; knowing whom you have trusted, and hav­ 
ing so few persons to watch that you can watch them. That is the way we arc 
going to get popular control back in this country, and that is the only way 
we are going to get political control hack. 
Put in other elected officers to 
watch those that you have already’ elected, and you will merely remove your 
control one step further away. 
Elaborate your government; place every 
officer upon his own dear little statute, make it necessary for him to be 
voted for, and you will not have democratic government.” 
It was the same principle of simplification he had in mind last spring 
when he announced his intention to use the President’s room in the Capitol. 
For. as he says, “We must particularly get rid of this idea that the several 
parts of governnfbnt must be shy of each other. 
The people cannot watch 
a three-ring circus.”—That is another of his aphorisms. 
j 
And when all this is summed up and boiled dow n we have the Short Ballot, 
which means that when the process is completed the people will have an in­ 
strument of so few parts that it will require no professional mechanic to 
operate it. 
The expert politician who has been indispensable in the past, 
and whom we have spurned as the “boss,” will find himself without an oc­ 
cupation. 
He will not be needed because the voters will really elect their 
representatives instead of just fondly believing they did. 
The remaining articles w ill tell how this principle is already being worked 
out in our cities, counties and States.
